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Earth Day protest targets well

“Save the Earth, Stop the Well” 
was the message from protesters on a 
chilly Monday morning at the comer 
of Inkster Road and Citron Drive, 
near the site of a deep-injection well. 

The well is what protesters re¬ 
ferred to as a “witch’s brew”, where a 
mix of hazardous chemicals would be 
dumped into a large underground 
well. If the chemicals should leak 
from the well, they would contami¬ 
nate the soil and possibly the drinking 
water. 

According to RECAP representa¬ 
tive R.P. Lilly, “Most of the chemicals 
are the most hazardous substances 
known to man.” 

At the time the well was proposed, 
several individuals from both Romu¬ 
lus and Taylor (the well lies in be¬ 
tween both cities) had fought to pre¬ 
vent the Michigan Department of En¬ 
vironmental Quality horn allowing it 
to be constructed. 

Candidate Patricia A. Lentz, run¬ 
ning for a seat in the 22nd District of 
the Michigan House of Representa¬ 
tives is a realtor. She has been work¬ 
ing, along with other realtors, against 
the deep-injection well. 

An appraiser advised the Site Re¬ 
view Board that the well would great¬ 
ly decrease property values for both 
Romulus and Taylor. The Site Review 
Board’s recommendation to reject the 
well proposal was overturned by the 
Michigan DEQ. 

Students from Romulus High 
School, led by school coordinator 
Kathy Hurst and teacher Paul Nieder- 
meyer were on hand to protest. Stu¬ 
dent Crystal Flood spoke against the 
well. “I’ve grown up in Romulus. I 


think it’s a great community and don’t 
think it should be tainted by a toxic 
well,” said Rood. 

Several Romulus representatives 
spoke against the well, including 
Mayor Alan Lambert, Councilwoman 
Debbie Romak and Councilman 
Charles Miller. 

“Our Earth is what we’re celebrat¬ 
ing and protecting,” said Romak in 
defense of her position against the 
well. 


Also present during the protests 
was Public Relations Director 
Stephen Jones and Community De¬ 
velopment Coordinator Tim Keyes.. 

“I would like to thank the Mayor 
of Taylor for aU his help,” said Lam¬ 
bert. 

Mayor Greg Pitoniak of Taylor, 
former state representative of both 
Taylor and Romulus, called the well 
an “an unnecessary and evil project”. 

As protesters held signs along 


Inkster Road demonstrating their o|> 
position, several passing cars blew 
their horns in sup|X)it In the presence 
of WDIV Channel 4 News and 
WJBK Fox 2 News, residents and 
community leaders spoke out against 
what could be very hazardous for 
both Romulus and Taylor. 

“The well was a bad idea 10 years 
ago, it’s a worse idea now,” said Mary 
Beth Doyle from the Michigan Ecolo¬ 
gy Center.

On April 18, eleven officers from 
the Romulus PD took part in a raid at 
the Woodside Square Apartments, af¬ 
ter complaints were received about 
suspected dmg dealing on the premis¬ 
es. 

Officers did find marijuana in the 
residence, but made no arrests. 
Chaiges are pending. 


On February 27, Romulus Police 
were alerted to a possible embezzle¬ 
ment situation at the W.F. Whelan 
Company on Middlebelt Road. Of¬ 
ficers were called to take a report 
that the company suspected an em¬ 
ployee of having taken mote than a 
quarter of a million dollars of com¬ 
pany funds. 

The suspect, Christie Jo White- 
side of Taylor was an accounts 
payable clerk with the company. 
Police believe that from 1996 
through 2002, Whiteside embezzled 
$256,610.98. Whiteside was in 
charge of receiving the bills and 
generating company checks to pay 
them. At the same time, police be¬ 
lieve that Whiteside wrote checks 
from company funds to pay her own 
credit card bills. 

The embezzlement was discov¬ 
ered when a manager attempted to 
track down money that was paid out 
to a company that she wasn't famil¬ 
iar with. When the manager asked 
Whiteside for the records, she was¬ 
n't able to produce them to verify 
the money was paid to a company 
account. 

At that time Whiteside knew she 
was caught and never went back to 
work. Managers continued to check 
into more than 380 checks written 
against company funds that could 
not be verified as having gone to 
pay company bills. 

An investigation led by Sgt. Jeff 
Keefer of the Romulus PD, and 
Whelan management worked to 
trace checks written by Whiteside, 
and were able to verify that the 
money was used to pay Whiteside's 
own credit card bills.

Police sought a warrant, arresting 
Whiteside at her home in Taylor on 
April 3. She has been charged with 
one count of embezzlement over 
$20,000. Her preliminary exam 
will be before Judge Tina Brooks 
Green at the 34th District Court.

The embezdement was 
discovered when a 
manager attempted to track 
down money that was paid 
out to a company that she 
wasn 't familiar with. 

If bound over for trial and found 
guilty, Whiteside could face up to 
ten years in prison and/or $15,000 
in fines, with an additional punish¬ 
ment of paying back up to three 
times the amount of money embez¬ 
zled, in this case, nearly three quar¬ 
ters of a million dollars.

Window on Wayne 


It was a hanging that ended all 
hangings in the State of Michigan. 

The gruesome scene of a man 
dying at the end a rope, his body 
hanging in midair, left an indelible 
mark on the citizens of the time, 
and the generations to follow. 

And historians believe that, be¬ 
cause of the execution of one 
Stephen G. Simmons in 1829, 
Michigan has voted down capital 
punishment as punishment in 
capital crimes whenever the issue 
comes up. 

Would you believe it happened 
right here in \\^yne. Here’s the sto¬ 
ry as I have been able to put to¬ 
gether the feicts: 

The only legal hanging to take 
place in the “State of Michigan” 
was in 1830 (Michigan became a 
state in 1837), and the convicted 
killer lived with his wife and two 
daughters in Nankin Tbwnship, in 
the area of W^yne. 

The convicted murderer was 
one Stephen G. Simmons who 
was charged with and later con¬ 
victed in the murder of his wife. 

Mr. Simmons was sentenced to 
hang. 

A large, ru^d, physically-ag- 
gressive man who unfortunately 
became argumentative, quarrel¬ 
some and had an uncontrollable 
temper when under the influence 
of alcohol, Mr. Simmons the own¬ 
er of a road house and stagecoach 
which made stops in the area. 

Mr. Simmons would not hesi¬ 
tate to have a few drinks with trav¬ 
elers or those who stopped by to 
hear the latest news. 

Mr. Simmon’s wife and two 
daughters lived in fear of her hus¬ 
band and the children would 
quickly hide when they discovered 
that their fether was drunk. 

One particular evening Mr Sim¬ 
mons requested that his sickly wife 
drink with hirn. She raised fix)m her 
bed to please her husband and 
joined him However, after a few 
drinks, Mrs. Simmons informed her 
husband, as records indicate, she 
wished no more,, according to the 
daughters’ testimony. 

Mr. Simmons insisted that she 
continue to drink with her 

She refused. 

Mr. Simmons struck his wife 
with his bear-like fists, as his

daughters watched and later 
would testify. The blows proved 
fetal to Mrs. Simmons. 

The daughters ran out of the 
house to summon help. The men 
in the area knew Mr. Simmons’ 
moods and strength- After a phys¬ 
ical confrontation, the citizens 
managed to secure Mr. Simmons 
to a pole in feont of his home until 
law officers could take charge of 
the suspect. 

The citizens advised the offi¬ 
cers of the suspect’s strength and 
moods so they secui^ed a Hay Wag¬ 
on, stood Mr. Simmons up in the 
center of the wagon, tied him 
down standing, and then rode 
over the poor roads to the W^yne 
County Jail in Detroit where he 
was incarcerated until his trial 

Mr. Simmons was brought be¬ 
fore Judge Sibley Chipman and 
charged with the murder of his 
wife. The testimony of the Sim¬ 
mons’ daughters was crucial in the 
conviction. After hearing what the 
children said, Mr. Simmons was 
found guilty by Judge Chipman 
who sentenced him to be hung un¬ 
til dead- 

The sentence was carried out 
on September, 24,1830. 

On the day of the hanging, 
bleachers were set up for public to 
witness the hanging, to sit and 
watch. Hundreds gathered on 
that day, and they brought with 
them lunches and waited in antici¬ 
pation for the unprecedented 
event. The Regimental Band 
played and soon the picnic atmos¬ 
phere turned to one of a circus 
The jokes and laughter ended 
when Mr Simmons was executed.

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Is it Pinnacle, or pitiful? 


With the creation of a new author¬ 
ity to run Metro Airport, the Pinna¬ 
cle Project, that this newspaper has 
so often written about, has taken 
several new twists and turns. 

We have been advocating for some 
time, that Wayne County has wrong¬ 
ly grabbed land from Romulus prop¬ 
erty-owners to build a 1,200-acre 
business park south of he airport. 
The county, in our opinion, has used 
money earmarked for soundproofing 
homes affected by the airport noise, 
to purchase or condemn property 
that they want to use for this 
grandiose development scheme. 

The County hopes to make Pin¬ 
nacle into an office park, that in¬ 
cludes shopping, a hotel and golf 
course., even though a number of 
like developments that have been 
proposed have never made it past 
the drawing board. 

In fact. State Sen. Loren Bennett 
(R-Canton) introduced legislation a 
couple of months ago to create an 
authority to mange the Pinnacle 
Aeropark development, simultane¬ 
ously with the introduction of an au¬ 
thority to manage Metro. The Metro 
legislation passed easily, but some¬ 
where along the process, the 
Aeropark authority was never pur¬ 
sued. 

County Executive Ed McNamara, 
who angered the Wayne County 
Commission by cutting the Metro

Engler to push through the Pinnacle 
authority. McNamara, supposedly 
fears if the Pinnacle is left in the 
hands of the Commission, the nearly 
$60 million in state funding that has 
been earmarked for the project will 
disappear. 

So now we have a situation where 
the Commission and the County Ex¬ 
ecutive are at over land that in my 
opinion, doesn’t even belong to ei¬ 
ther. McNamara has expressed con¬ 
cerns that if the project is aban¬ 
doned the County will be liable after 
launching condemnation proceed¬ 
ings — many of which are still in 
court. 

The Pinnacle concept, I think 
most of us would agree, is a good 
one. We all would like to see more of¬ 
fice space and better shopping op¬ 
portunities in that area. But the 
County has overstepped its bounds, 
by actively taking property from cit¬ 
izens that have owned it for years. 
And now with the Commission and 
McNamara at odds, and the State 
trying to grab its own slice of the 
pie, one wonders whether Pinnacle 
should be referred to as PITIFUL. 


Turning blight into profit 


Proving that no one is perfect, 
Thomas Jefferson made a serious 
mistake in his final draft of the Dec¬ 
laration of Independence. Those fa¬ 
miliar with the document (it should 
be required reading in the schools 
along with the Constitution, but is¬ 
n’t) know the following famous 
phrase: “We hold these truths to be 
self-evident, that all men are creat¬ 
ed equal, that they are endowed by 
their Creator with certain unalien¬ 
able rights, that among these are 
life, liberty, and the pursuit of happi¬ 
ness.” In Jefferson’s first draft the 
last part of the phrase read “that 
among these are life, liberty and 
property.” 

In the Constitution adopted in 
1789 the basic right to own private 
property was protected except from 
government. The government was 
given the power to take private 
property for “public” use as long as 
the owner was given ‘just” compen¬ 
sation for the property. 

In 1848 another famous docu¬ 
ment expressed a different view of 
private property. That document, 
the Communist Manifesto, declared 
there is no right to private property 
and all property should belong to 
the state (government) and be de¬ 
veloped according to a “common” 
plan in the name of the “people.” 

Over the years the attitude of 
government (and the voting public) 
toward private property has under¬ 
gone a gradual change from that of 
our founding others. In most com¬ 
munities ordinances have been 



passed requiring that property be 
developed according to a “com¬ 
mon” plan. Planning Commissions 
have been established to lay out 
those plans and recommend to gov¬ 
erning bodies the approval or disap¬ 
proval of the proposed use of pri¬ 
vate property by the owner. 

We are not talking here about 
such things as meeting building 
codes and the like established to 
provide minimum standards for 
protection of health and safety. 
Many zoning requirements dictate 
landscaping, decoi; building materi¬ 
als, style, etc. having nothing to do 
with health or safety. 

In recent times a new definition 
has been given to the condition de¬ 
scribed as “blight” as a tool to wrest 
private property from the owner by 
making it too expensive for the 
owner to conform to the common 
plan. A famous playwright once 
wrote, “Beauty is in the eye of the 
beholder.” So it is now with blight. 
The problem is that only one per¬ 
ception of blight counts and it is 
that of government. 

Recently, the State Legislature 
passed a law giving communities 
the power to pass ordinances pro-

viding for the taking of private prop¬ 
erty if it is inhibiting the economic 
value of surrounding property or of 
the owner’s property itself. In other 
words, if someone else could make a 
profit with the property, that is 
grounds for the government to take 
it and sell it to someone who would 
develop it according to the common 
plan. And this is called getting rid of 
blight. 

In this scenario, every one profits 
except the property owner who 
does not want to turn his property 
into a golf course, hotel, office build¬ 
ing, apartment complex or other 
plan a private developer has. Prop¬ 
erty is condemned and the owner is 
paid a fraction of the value at which 
the city will assess the new use. The 
politicians collect more property 
taxes with which they curry voter 
approval Grateful developers, who 
buy the property from the city at 
prices well below what they would 
have had to negotiate with the own¬ 
ers, fill the politicians’ campaign cof¬ 
fers with contributions. 

By redefining “public use” as 
anything that conforms to the gov¬ 
ernment’s common plan, the consti¬ 
tutional protections of private prop¬ 
erty have been artfully bypassed. 

We leave it to the reader to de¬ 
cide which document government 
is following, the Constitution or the 
Communist Manifesto. 

In this writer’s opinion, Karl 
Marx would have been pleased with 
the direction voters have allowed 
government to take. 


There was something familiar 
about Lisa Petrillo asking O.J. Simp¬ 
son on “Extra” if he had any advice 
for Robert Blake. 

“If they don’t catch who did it, 
you’ve got to go on with your life,” 
said the Juice. “I don’t know if he’s a 
religious guy. He’s got to come with¬ 
in himselt know who he is. The peo¬ 
ple close to him will know who he is 
and just go on with your life. That’s 
what I’ve had to do anyway.” 

It seemed familiar because West¬ 
land’s taxpayers are going through 
something similar when they let 
their government advise them 
about the upcoming .6-mill incinera¬ 
tor tax hike, a topic upon which, I 
think, their government’s story 
sounds like an O J. alibi 

Tb be fair to Westland’s govern¬ 
ment, O.J. was explaining away a 
murder charge for which he faced 
the gas chamber, while Westland’s 
mayor and five of six councilmen 
were only explaining away a multi- 
million-doUar “hold harmless” scam, 
so the stakes were less. But the ma¬ 
nure was no less deep. 

While O.J. piled up the manure to 
save his life, Westland’s government 
piled it up to mask their denial of 
the incinerator scam, which costs 
the city an extra $1.6 million (or four 
fire trucks or 20 firefighters) a yeai; 
and to cover up their continued pro¬ 
tection of the original scammers — 


whoever they may be. 

The original scam, of course, 
were the two tricks in the mid-1990s 
used to fool four council members 
and some of the public into believ¬ 
ing an upgraded Central Wayne 
County incinerator would be cost 
competitive with land-filling. 

Trick number one was to claim 
that there was a landfill space short¬ 
age, a lie that had been exposed 
when landfill companies testified to 
Congress that there was at least 20 
years capacity at the time (probably 
much more because most landfills 
could be expanded upwards at little 
cost). 

Trick two, a local invention, was 
the claim that the only acceptable 
alternative to incineration was a 
“dedicated landfill” 

“The advantage of a dedicated 
cell is that if anything goes wrong 
with the landfill, we will be able to 
identify the pollution source,” for¬ 
mer incinerator director Erik Scha¬ 
effer had claimed. Supposedly, this 
ability would limit Westland’s liabili¬ 
ty if a leak occurred. 

This shell game forced Westland 
to compare the cost of incineration 
to the inflated cost of an imaginaiy 
“dedicated landfill” instead of a low¬ 
er-priced standard landfill 

PaUing for the scam, four West- 
land council members voted to ex¬ 
tend the ruinous 40-year incinera-

tion contract. Ironically, when the in¬ 
cinerator was shut down for over a 
year, the Authority buried West¬ 
land’s trash in a regular landfill with¬ 
out even mentioning the “dedicated 
landfill” or the need to ID the pollu¬ 
tion source. How could they? It was 
an O.J. stoiy fix>m the start. 

So it’s time for the Westland 
Council to investigate the manipu¬ 
lated figures used to persuade four 
council members to vote to extend 
the incinerator contract and to de¬ 
cide whether to sue the manipula¬ 
tors, whoever they turn out to be. 

That could be the third step in 
getting out of the incinerator con¬ 
tract. 

The second step should be hiring 
the attorneys who forced the Cfiin- 
ton incinerator to shut down to ana¬ 
lyze whether Westland should file a 
similar actioa 

The first step, of course, should 
be for taxpayers to vote against the 
proposed sanitation tax increase 
unless the council has seriously con¬ 
sulted with these attorneys.

Michigan’s woridng families will fi¬ 
nally see some unemployment relief 
thanks to legislation passed by the 
Michigan House of Representatives. 
Early Thursday morning, Represen¬ 
tatives Raymond Basham (D-Tay- 
lor), Bob Brown (D-Dearbom 
Heights), Bill O’Neil (D-AUen Park), 
Gloria Schermesser (D-Lincoln 
Paris:), and myself an voted for a bill 
that ensured unemployed workers 
would receive a benefit increase and 
not suffer under a penalty week. ^ 

Under the bin, the maximum un¬ 
employment insurance benefit wiU 
be raised from the current $300 a 
week to $362 a week. 

Also, the “penalty” week, which 
was included in the original bfil, was 
removed. A penalty week would 


have prohibited workers fix)m receiv¬ 
ing their first weeks worth of bene¬ 
fits, which penalized workers for 
playing by the rules. 

It had been our position an along 
that there must be an increase in 
benefits and no penalty week. We 
fou^t hard to ensure that both cur¬ 
rent and future unemployed workers 
would benefit. 

‘The penalty week was complete¬ 
ly unacceptable,” said Basham. “Wfe 
made a promise to Michigan’s work¬ 
ers, and today that promise was 
kept.” 

“Unemployed workers need their 
benefits right away, not after one 
week,” said Brown. “Due to the ef¬ 
forts of House Democrats, they wfil 
not have to suffer a week without 
pay.” 


The benefit increase will take ef¬ 
fect immediately after the bill is 
signed, ensuring that current unem¬ 
ployed individuals would see imme¬ 
diate relief. The legislation also in¬ 
cludes tax breaks for companies that 
pay into the Unemployment Trust 
Rind, which is the fund that pays for 
unemployment benefits. 

Only'those receiving the maxi¬ 
mum will receive a benefit, leaving 40 
percent of Michigan’s unemployed 
without any increase in benefits. De¬ 
mocrats had fought vehemently to 
get an increase for all of Michigan’s 
unemployed workers, but Republi¬ 
can stall tactics and delays resulted 
in only the maximum benefit being 
raised.
